Vhereas, the said Captain L. Theo. lellmont has come betore the
City Council and requested for good and sufficient ressons apparent unto
hinm, and stated to the City Council, which reasons appear good and suf-

ficient to the City Council, that the action of the City Counecil in re-

voking the permit to the serid Sid Lock to drive Public Service Car lNo.
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Now, therefore,
